Tn FRENCH TREATY. 


It is alleged there is quite a break

the Government before signature, 
while the Minister of Finance al: 
leges that. the treaty was signed 
after the Goverument had expres- 
setl disapproval of certain portions. 
Late dispatches state Sir Charles 
will resign his position if thé Gov- 
ernment dogs not acceptttheftreaty 
and have it ratified by Parliament. 
A London cable to the Montreal |: 
Star says: 

Surprise, amonnting. to almost 
‘indignation, exists hire over the 
statement made by Hon. G.E. Fost- 
er in the House of Commons on 
Monday night, that he would not 
ask Parliament to ratify the] ⸗ 
French treaty this session ef Par- 
liament, as there were some points 
in the “raft. treaty which would 
require still. farther consideration. 
j Apparently this decision was 
reached at a late stage in the day, 
or in other words, after the pleni- 


| potentiaries had appended their 


signatures to the agreement, for 
the High Commissioner for Can 
ada, Sir Charles Tupper, who act- 
ed on Behalf f Canada in negotia- 
ting the treaty, says he cannot un- 
derstand the action of the Ottawa 
‘ministry. He declared today to 
The Star's ‘correspondent that 
every detail of the French treaty. 
was before the Canadian Govern- 
ment when the authorized British 
plenipotentiaries signed it. More- 
over, he states that the treaty, as 
signed, was made in exact uni- 
formity with the Canadian Goy- 
ernment’s wishes, except the most 
favored nation clause, stipulating 
that Canada should receive the 
same treatment in France with re- 
gard to the articles mentioned in 
the treaty as auy other favored 
nation, while Canada was to ex- 
tend like treatment to France in 
nll articles, But, Sir Charles stat - 
ed, he had every reason to believe 


‘on this point was perfectly tie- 
factory. If it was not, the Cana- 
dian Government had been given 
plenty of time to express their dis- 
approval, for the treaty was sent’ 
to Ottawa on February 6, the same 
day on which it was signed by the 
plenipotentiaries. But not a single 
intimation of disapproval Was re- 
ceived until Mr. Foster's exceptions 
in the House on Monday ev ening 
were cabled here. 

I understand the Colonial and 
Foreign offices are utterly at a loss 
to appreciate the Candian pow 
ition, They dp not understand 
how it is possible, after the treaty 
hac been drawn up in accordance 
with the Dominion Government's 
wishes and signed by Sir Charles 
Tupper on their behalf, that the 
Minister of Finance should with- 
out éxpressing any disapproval to 
the authorities here after having 
received the draft treaty, rise in 
the House and declare that he ob- 
jected to the favored nation clause 
and some of the stipulations about 
canned fish, 

Speaking in this connection, a 
prominent official said to the Star's 
correspondent today : ** This state- 
ment of the Canadian Finance 
Minister is an insult to the British 
Government; it is an insult to 
France, as well as to the Marquis 
of Dufferin and Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Canada has aspirations for 
free treaty making power, and I 
see Mr. Laurier drew attention to 
this in his criticism of the French 
trenty. Well, if the Canadian 
Ministry keep up this practice of 

throwing everything overboard 
after the treaty has been signed, 
their desire for treaty making 
power will receive but little en- 
couragement from the Imperial 
authorities.”
